TWENTY-FOURTH SESSION -TEN TH DAY. 


SE N A T E . 


S acramento, January 12, 1881. 
The Senate m et at 10 a. m. oursuant to adjourn­ 
m ent, President Mansfield iu the chair. 
Mr. Sattrrwuite, who was absent yesterday at 
the tim e the ballot was cast for Senator, was allowed 
to record his vote for William T. Wallace. 
Mr. E nos rose to a question of privilege, and said 
th at the statem ent nude in the B ulletin and Call 
that he, in the Democratic caucus on Monday even­ 
ing, hail accused Senator Farley of having used 
81,000,000 in procuring his election to the United 
States Senate, was an absolute falsehood. 
On motion of Mr. J ohnson, the further confirma­ 
tion of the Goverooi*s appointm ents was made the 
special order for to-morrow morning. 
The f Mowing bilis were introduced : 
By Mr. Enos—To define the duties and liabilities 
of pawnbrokers and pledgers. 
Corporations. 
by Mr. H ill—To amend Section 3381 of the Po­ 
litical Code. 
Public Morals. 
Also, relating to retail liquor licenses.

By Mr. H it tell#—Relative to the publication of 
th e ’statutes and jo in t concurrent resolutions of the 
Legislature.

By Mr. H ittell (by request)—To amend Section

Judiciary. 
The Committee ou Engrossment reported the fol­ 
lowing bills as correctly engrossed: S. B3. 18, 31, 
23, 25, 43, 52, 29, 46, 59, 66, 71 and Si). 
The Committee on Corporations recommended 
tbo passage of S. Ba. 06 and 36, w ith amend men ts ; 
ami the indefinite postponem ent of S. B. 93. 
The following bills were read a second tim e and 
disposed of as given below : 
S. B. 45, in relation to the killing of human be­ 
ings, c tfnmonly called m urder, and tbe punishm ent 
thereof. Set for next Tuesday. 
S. C. R. 7, relative to appropriations by General 
Government for carrying out im portant improv - 
ments. 
Ordered engrossed. 
S. B 37, to amend section 40S3 of an Act entitled 
an Act to establish a Political Code, approved March 
12, 1872, relating to reports of County Auditors. 
Passed on file. 
S. B. 39, to appropriate money for the support of 
aged and indigent women. 
«5rdered engrossed. 
S. B. 50, to prohibit the fur her appropriation of 
money out of the Slate treasury for the support of 
the National Guard. 
Indefinitely postponed. 
S B. 54. to authorize the State Treasurer to pay 
Controller’s w arrants drawn for the paym ent of the 
per diem and inileaga of Lieutenant-Governor, 
members of the Legislature, officers and cierk9 of 
the Legislature, ami the contingent expenses of the 
Senate ami Assembly. Ordered engrossed. 
S. B. 68, to repeal an Act entitled an Act to au ­ 
thorize the Stale- Board of Exam iners to invest the 
moneys derived from Stale school lands in the bonds 
of the several counties of the State, approved Feb­ 
ruary 2,1872. 
Passed on lile. 
S. B. 69, to amend Sections 630 and 631 of an Act 
entitled an Act to establish a Political Code, ap 
proved March 12, 13*2, relating to the investm ent of 
the proceeds of the sale of State school lands and 
other moneys. Passed on file. 
Here the Senate took a ruceas until 11:55 a. m. 
At 11:55 the Senate reassembled, and on motion 
of Mr. D ickinson proceeded to the Assembly Cham­ 
ber, the President havii.g previously announced the 
order of their procession. 
At 12:30 P. m. tbe Senate reconvened, and on mo­ 
tion of Mr. S ears took a recess till 2 r. m. 


A fte rn o o n S ession. 
The following bills were read a second time, and 
disposed of as given below : 
S. B. Cl, to amend Section 634 of the Penal Code, 
relating to the violations of the law for the prcser 
vation of fish. 
Ordered engrossed. 
S. B. 9, to prevent the sale of adulterated milk. 
Ordered engrossed. 
S. B. 57, to amend the Political Code of the State 
of California, by adding u new section thereto. 
Special order next Wednesday. 
S. B. 63, to amend the Penal Code by adding two 
new sections thereto, to be known as Sections 969 
and 1025, providing for proceedings In cases when: 
previous conviction is charged. 
Ordered engrossed. 
S. B. 58, to amend Sections 392, 393, 391, 395, 390, 
397 and 393 of the CoJe of Civil Procedure, relating 
to the venue in civil actions. 
Ordered engrossed. 
S. B. 48, to regulate the rate of charges on tele­ 
graph lines, and to prevent extortion by owners of 
telegraph lines. 
Mr. O arlock offered an amendment excepting 
night messages from the reduction. 
ilr. N eumann introduced amendments m aking the 
reouctiou 75 instead of 85 re r cent., and forbidding 
companies to make an extra charge unless the place 
of delivery is situated more than one iniie from the 
office o/ such companies, which were adapted. 
Mr. it tam introduced a u amendment to Section 
sub-tituting 200 f »r zoo miico 
Mr. J ohnson off .red au am endm ent in addition to 
Section 3, as follows: “ And as to said lines the 
charges shall be the saíne as were charged January 
1, 1SS1.” 
Another am endm ent, by Mr. J ohnson, perm itting 
the companies to charge that multiple of five which 
was nearest the exact rate as fixed by the bill, was 
passed. 
Mr. Enos said he had not had an opportunity of 
familiarizing with the present rates, and conse­ 
quently was not prepared to vote on the present 
bill. 
He therefore hoped th at it would be recom­ 
m itted. 
Mr. N eumann was opposed to th e re-commitment 
of the bill, and thought the Senate ought to act 
upon it at or.ee. 
He knew nothing with reference 
to the prices th at were eharged. 
He didn’t know 
that thev were too low, but be knew th at some of 
them were too high. 
He thought he understood 
himself when he said th at a mes age sent from here 
to San Francieeo at a cost of 40 cents, with addi­ 
tional charges of 15 cents for delivering it it to a 
part of the city not thirteen blocks distant, was not 
only too high, but exorbitantly so. 
Mr. J ohnson hoped the bill would not be recom­ 
m itted. 
It seem. I to him a singular motion to 
come from a Senator who voted f<*r the same bill at 
the last session of the Legislature, and participated 
in the discussion, and whose name was recorded on 
Dage 573 of the journal of the Senate as having 
voted for the bill. He thought that the effort to retard 
the pas-age of the bill came with peculiarly bad 
grace from th at Senator now. 
The Senator from 
Yuba also voted for that identical bill, and if be would 
turn to page 578 of the journal of the last session 
he would find his vote cast aye for the final 
passage of 
tbe 
bill, 
and 
th e speaker 
was 
sorry he could not vote 
aye at this 
session. 
The bill under consideration was the same bill that 
was carefully c nsiúered by the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee the year previous, and which afterward passed 
the Senate. 
The am ount of reduction was then 15 
per cent., bu t this year, on motion of Senator Neu­ 
m ann, and by a vote of the Senate, in which vote, if 
he mistook not, the Senator from the Thirteenth 
concurren, the rate of reduction was made 25 per 
cent. 
Why not reserve all such objections until the 
bill came up for its final passage? If more informa­ 
tion was desired by the Senator from the Thirteenth 
lie could obtain it by that time. 
There were 
but fifty 
days 
left of 
the session, 
and 
in 
th at tim e this bill m ust he read once 
more 
in the Senate and then go through the crucible uf 
tbe Assembly and be there read four times before it 
became a law. 
He asked the senators not to delay 
this bill. 
If they thought that gigantic corporalb.-ii 
which stretched like an octopus over every foot of 
inhabitable ground in the United States ; which had 
at its control hundreds of millions of dollars ; which 
held by the neck every newspaper in the nation ; 
which dictated term s to every man, woman, child, 
corporation and newspaper in the land; if they 
thought they were afraid to wrestle with that cor 
poration ; if they thought the)- were not called 
upon 
to 
n g u lv tc 
the 
charges 
made 
by 
th a t 
monopoly, 
let 
them 
say so 
squarely 
and fairly by their votts 
According to the plain 
mandate of the Constitution the Legislature u a9 
compelled to regulate the charges of telegraph 
companies. At the last session 24 Senators had 
voted for the bill, and he hoped 24 Senators would 
vote for it this session. 
He subm itted that the 
judgm ent of Senator Wendell, the Chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, had considerable weight rela­ 
tive to the constitutionality of tho bill. 
Mr. E nos, while adm itting that he voted for the 
bill passed at the last session, claimed th at this hill 
was different in some respects, particularly in re­ 
gard to the more sweeping reduction. 
Mr. D avis made a lung argum ent in reply to 
Mr. Jonhson and against the constitutionality of the 
bill, but when Mr Johnson called his attention to 
his amendment, prescribing that the rates of the 
companies 
whose 
Une9 were 
less 
than 
two 
hundred 
and 
fifty miles 
in 
length, 
should 
not exceed what they were on the 1st of January, 
he adm itted th at the till m ight be constitutional, 
and said he had not heard the am endm ent read. 
Mr. P ardkk seconded Mr. Enos’ motion to re refer 
the bill. 
He saw great determ ination to get the bill 
through to-day, and was opposed to hasty legisla­ 
tion. 
He cited the hypothetical case of two roads 
doing business in the same direction, one of which 
w as 150 and the other 300 miles in length, to show 
the injustice which would be done by the passage of 
the bill. In conclusion he said that he wanted more 
tim e to consider the m atter, aad askyd the henate 
to rc-refer the bill. 
Mr. Congrr opposed th e motion to recommit, and 
favored the imcrediato passage of the bill to engross 
m ent. 
Mr. Sears offered an am endm ent to Section 1, 
which w’as adopted, but subsequently was reconsid­ 
ered and defeated. 
Mr. Kane opposed the bill. 
The motion to recommit was lott by a vote of 30 
to 7. 
Mr. Ryan's amendment wag lost. 
Mr. Johnson’s am endm ent was adopted. 
Mr. N eumann offered an am endm ent, to insert in 
Section 3, before the words “ this Act,” the words 
“ Section 1 of,” which was adopted. 
On motion of Mr. P a r d e e , the Senate adjourned 
at 4:30. 
AN ERROR. 
The bill reported in yesterday 'a R ecord-U nion, 
adding eight new sections to the Political Code, rel­ 
ative to School Trustees raising money f<^ building 
purposes, which was credited to Mr. Rowell and 
marked referred to the Judiciary Committee, was in­ 
troduced by Mr. Carlock and referred to the Coin 
mif.ee on Education.

The Senate 
Committee on Irrigation, W ater 
Rights, Drainage and Mining Debris met last even­ 
ing in the Senate Cham ber to take the first steps in 
the investigation growing out of the resolution in­ 
troduced by Glascock on Monday. 
Six members of 
the committee were present, Johnson presiding. 
Among those preseut were Slate Engineer Hall 
and 
Commissioners 
Parks, Searies and Knox. 
The first witness called was 
Frank 
Buckner, 
a farmer, 
whose 
statem ents 
had 
been 
the 
authority for the charges indirectly made by Glas­ 
cock in the Senate. 
His testim ony was all hearsay, 
and consisted of the repetition of a conversation 
which he had held with Mike Bryte, a Saciamento 
dairyman. 
Mike Bryte, the next witness, testified th at he 
lived near English break, the place where the work 
in question had been done. 
It was about three 
milc3 from Sacramento, in Yolo county, on the Sac­ 
ram ento river. He hud done 900 yardsol brush work, 
or revetm ent, some 
eight 
inches thick, at a 
cost of >' 3 25. 
His work was half a inile from 
English break, the place where the State levee was 
being constructed. 
Patrick Ney, the contractor, 
had charged for his work, sim ilar to Bryte’s, 40 
cents a >ard. The Commission had paid 27 cents a 
yard for work which he could have done for 11. The 
witness claimed to have had great experience in 
dirt work. Taking the contract in the aggregate, 
and considering the lateness of the season w hen the 
work was commenced by the contractor, and the 
risk he ran, he was not prepared to say th at i: had 
cost too mu di. 
He blamed the Directors for leav­ 
ing the work in an unfinished condition. 
He and 
the County Headmaster had to do tbe work re­ 
ferred to for the purpose of preventing the levees 
from being carried away. 
Had the river risen two 
feet higher it could not have been saved. 
State Engineer Hall said that he had superintended 
the work at English break indirectly, H. W. Wilsou 
being the resident engineer. 
He did not consider 
the price paid for the work too high. The witness 
gave a general description of the nature of the 
work, and stated th at it was his custom to be pres­ 
ent at the opening of bids. 
Niles Scarles, one of the Directors, testified that 
the Board had always advertised fo rb id s and let 
them to the lowest bidder. 
The work referred to 
had been commenced at the request of Mr. Bryte 
and other neighbors of his, who claimed th at i' was 
necessary to save the surrounding country. Nev's

had 
be.n 
the 
only 
one received. 
He 
did 
not 
consider 
it 
at 
all 
extortionate 
considering the season of the year in which it had 
been undertaken. 
He now believed th at it could 
have been done 10 or 15 per cent, cheaper in June. 
The contract was let on October 26th, and was for 
sixty days. Tbe revetm ent work had been let at 38 
cents per yard, not 40, as stated by Mr. Br>te.

Hale & Norcross Hoisting Works 
Destroyed by Fire. 


WHAT A HEE03ENE LAMP 0AN DO. 


Safe F xit of the M inors—R ebuilding o f th e 
W orks D oubtful.

V i r g i n i a (Nev.), January 12th.—At 7:30 
this evening, by the explosion of alamp in the 
men’s changing-rooin, the hoisting works of 
the Hale & Norcross mine were set on fire. 
At first the men on top tried to put the flamea 
out, but were unsuccessful, and then Superin­ 
tendent Deidesheimer sent a man down on 
the cage to notify those at work in the mine 
of the tire, with directions to make their way 
out of the Chollar-Norcross-Savage shaft 
through the connection on the 2,400-foot 
level, 
A GENERAL. ALARM OP VIBE 
Was then sounded, and every effort ma le by 
the Department and men on the surface to 
subdue the flames ; ku the v. lnd bier a ;«!e, 
and all efforts were unavailing. 
The works are pretty nearly a total less, 
but the damage to the machinery cannot l>e 
correctly estimated 
to-night. 
If tho big 
puunping-engine is ruined the loss will be 
nearly half a million dollars. 
As soon as the flamrs were tinder control 
water was turned down the shaft to put out 
any brands which bad fallen down the .-haft 
and to prevent its burning. 
Since its c inneotlon wilb I'hvlkr 
u the 
2,400-fuot level the shaft has had an u; cast, 
which prevented the smoke from beic • 
,»r- 
ried down into the mine. 
The shaft is not 
thought cow to be much damaged. 
There were at the time of the fir- a 
shift of 
eight men working in the ore 
body on the 2,100 level, and the same num­ 
ber on the 2,400 foot ievel running north of 
the lateral drift. 
Considerable anxiety was 
manifested about the safety of the upper 
shift, but at 
o’clock all made a safe exit, 
and were raised through the Chollar-Norcross- 
Savage shaft. 


THE WORKS DESTROYED 
Consisted of a main building, containing two 
hoisting tngines. pumping engine, ar. air com - 
prcsser, etc. On the north were the boiler- 
room, containing four rets, the Superintend­ 
ent's changing room, ai.d the machine shop, 
ore dump and rope house. On the southeast 
was the carpenter shrp, jiortions of which, 
with the gallows frame and other strong tim­ 
bers, are standing. The timbers and lumber 
in the yard on the south were saved. 
It is doubtful if the works are rebuilt, fur­ 
ther than to raise and lower the men, as the 
work can be done through the Chollar- 
Norcross-Savage shaft, of which Hale J: 
Norcross is part owner.

YOSEMITE. 


The report of the new Hoard of Yosemite 
1 omrnissionera is a brief and practical 
document, 
all 
the recommendations of 
which appear to be sensible aud appro­ 
priate. 
The Commissioners state that the 
floor of the Valley is very much obstructed 
by the wild growth of trees and under­ 
brush ; that a new road around the base of 
the cliffs is needed; that several new trails 
ought to be opened up to points of interest; 
and that the trails now owned by private 
parlies 
should 
be 
purchased 
by 
the 
Slate. 
This purchase 
can be effected 
for 
§23,000, 
and 
it 
will 
require 
about as much more to put the Valley 
and the Mariposa Big Tree Grove in 
I :‘¡rough order. 
Deference is made to the 
havoc which sheep men and hunters have j 
com mitted among the Big Tree?, and cer 
ta.Diy the language of ’he Commissioners 
i' 
sufficiently temperate considering the 
wanton mischief that ha3 been done in this 
locality. 
The pioposal to buy up the 
trails is one which the State ought, in 
our opinion, to act upon, for though the 
toils demanded arc really by no means 
unreasonable, they are a constant source of 
irritation and 
unfavorable comment to 
tourists, who not unnaturally argue that 
California, 
having 
been 
made 
the 
guardian 
of 
the 
Valiev 
by 
the 
na­ 
tion, 
is 
bound 
to 
throw it open to 
the people generally without imposts of 


a n y kind. 
These tolls discredit the State, 
in fact, and therefore they ought to be 
abolished. 
There are several other recom­ 
mendations which deserve attention, and 
it is sufficiently shown that some im­ 
provements which exceed the revenues of 
the Commission at present are very de­ 
sirable. 
In fact there is need for at least 
half a dozen more trails besides those sug­ 
gested, and it is to be hoped that in 
tim e a m ultitude of 
short trails will 
b : made to various points of interest, re­ 
quiring only an lionr or two to visit. 
This 
would greatly increase the attractiveness 


in harmony w ith the Democratic conduct 
| of 
the national 
canvass, but unfortu- 
i uately it cannot be said 
that as re­ 
gard- Nevada one party has acted more 
1 scrupulously than the other. 
It must in 
| fact be adm itted that if Mr. Fair bought 
his seat in the Senate, he did not inau­ 
gurate the. {practice of buying seats in the 
S mate. 
That practice is believed to have 
obtained in 
Nevada for several years, 
and neither party has any right to pretend 
to much superiority over the other in con­ 
nection w ith it. 
Venality of the grossest 
and m ost open kind has been the rule in 
the politics of that State, if we are to be­ 
lieve its own press, nor have we at any 
time encountered a serious attem pt to deny 
the habitual employment of corruption on 
both sides. 
The State has thus acquired 
the discreditable reputation u f'a rotten 
borough, and at this day the country has 
become so accustomed to these scandals 
that it scarcely thinks it worth while to do 
anything else than laugh at their flagrancy 
and audacity. 
But it is nevertheless 
true that such a state of things can­ 
not 
become 
established 
in 
one 
State 
of the Union without exerting a reflex 
action upon all the other States. 
It would 
no doubt be going too far to assume that 
political corruption has at any time been 
indigenous in Nevada. 
It must have ac­ 
quired a strong hold elsewhere before it 
could be flaunted so shamelessly as it has 
been there. The Nevada politicians are not 
phenomenal examples of total depravity. 
If they were we should not be hearing 
such complaints of corruption as have 
been made in N ew York, for instance, since 
the Presidential election. 
It would be the 
folly of Pharisaism to hold up Nevada as 
a shocking example, and to argue that 
nothing like her venality had ever been 
heard of in the country before. 
Every 
man who has had any experience in politics 
knows better than that, and therefore it is 
only realizing 
existing 
facts to admit 
that what is alone peculiar in Nevada poli­ 
tics is the indifference to public opinion 
which its carelessness of disguise indicates. 


If we wish to derive any useful results 
! from this open purchase of Senatorial po­ 
sitions we must compel ourselves to per­ 
ceive that it isafter all only an exaggerated 
aud aggravated illustration of 
the de­ 
moralizing influence of the spoils system 
in politics throughout the country. 
That 
system has gradually deteriorated public 
opinion. 
It has taught the people to be 
familiar with a great variety of political 
intrigues for office, all having for basis the 
principle of bargain and sale. 
It lias en­ 
abled a s tu te wirp-pnllera to gather about 
them little parties of shrewd fuglemen, 
whose special business it is to control the 
local nominating machinery, and to ar­ 
range matters in a.cordance with the will 
of the “ Boss.’’ 
It has given complete 
control of political power in several of the 
most wealthy and thickly-populated States 
to these “ Bosses.” 
It has made them 
so independent of 
public opinion that 
they have repeatedly defied aud scoffed 
at 
it 
in 
the 
m ost 
open 
way, 
and 
have 
put 
and 
kept 
their 
creatures 
in 
office 
despite 
the 
most convincing public demonstration of 
their unfitness. 
It has abolished the test 
of merit as a qualification for high office, 
and has made- control of the “ m achine” 
the great and indispon-able desideratum. 
It has thus lowered the tone of Congress 
at the same tim e that it has deadened the 
sensibilities of 
the people. 
In Nevada 
they are a downright aud plainspoken folk, 
and they have, as they think, improved 
upon the methods of the older States. 
In­ 
stead of spending time in intriguing and 


for time, aud would also afford variety to 
such as make comparatively long stays 
there. 
W e think the Legislature w ill be 


fu lly justified in making the appropriation 
s iieited for the Yosemite Valley, for there 
can be no doubt that the valley is a paying 
property for the State, apart from all 
other considerations.

bargains, and while it lasts they will con­ 
tinue to be made. 


Secretary Sherman has been once more 
elected U nited States Senator from Ohio, 
and at the expiration of his Cabinet term 
will accordingly return to the scene of his 
old labors. 
It is to be regretted that he 
could not occupy the Secretaryship of the 
Treasury during another administration, 
for he has proved himself the most able 
Secretary the country has had, and his ser­ 
vices are certain to be missed during the 
next four years. 
It is true that he will be 
able to do effective financial work in the 
Senate, where it is to be hoped he will be 
put upon the Finance Committee, as for­ 
merly. 
But after having educated himself 
for the Treasury, it is a pity that hashould 
be compelled to vacate the office, and we 
are extremely’ doubtful whether General 
Garfield will find it passible to fill the 
vacancy as it needs to be filled.

CANNON’S 
NATURALIZATION. 


Governor Murray's explanation of his 
reasons for refusing a certificate to Cannon 
is really astonishing. 
From beginning to 
end he makes the mistake of treating him­ 
self as a judicial tribunal, with power to 
determine questions of law and fact. W hat 
he says of the naturalization of Cannon 
may or may not be true. The presumption 
is against its accuracy, from the circum­ 
stance that Congress has already had the 
same point before it, and then decided it 
in favor of Cannon. 
But whether it is 
true or false Governor Murray has no au­ 
thority to determine, and he has usurped 
powers which do not belong to him in re­ 
fusing to issue a certificate to the candi­ 
date who had received the largest number 
of votes. 
H e could not possess any official 
cognizance of Cannon’s qualifications. The 
law did not empower him to inquire into 
them at all. 
It was literally no business 
of his whether Cannon was or was not a 
citizen. 
That was a matter for Congress 
to determine, and the jurisdiction rested 
altogether with Congress. 
Governor Mur­ 
ray has consequently usurped Congres­ 
sional prerogatives. 
H e has undertaken 
to come between the people and the House 
of Representatives, and to decide a ques­ 
tion of the eligibility of an elected Con­ 
gressional Delegate. 
N o matter under 
what pretext this was done it is equally 


unjustifiable. 
The fact evidently ¡3 that 
George Q. Cannon wa3 lawfully elected, 
and 
that 
he is 
entitled 
to the 
cer­ 
tificate 
which 
Governor 
Murray 
has 
refused him. 
W hether he is entitled to 
bis seat is another question, but not for a 


Territorial Governor to decide. 
Nor do 
we think it probable that the House w ill 
permit Mr. Murray tbu3 to assume juris­ 
diction over its members. 
It will be in a 
measure bound to admit Cannon in order 
to vindicate its own dignity, and it cannot 
afford to establish the disastrous precedent 
which an indorsement of his high-handed 
usurpation would create. 
For if his course 
is to be condoned it follows that any Exec­ 
utive can defeat the will of the people at a 
Congressional election by pretending some 
ineligibility in the successful candidate. 
If Congress accepts Governor Murray's 
reasoning there w ill never henceforth be 
any certainty about Congressional elec­ 
tions. 
The popular majority will alwaj 3 
be liable to repudiation if factional exigen­ 
cies or personal malice suggests 
such 
actioD, and there can be no redress for 
such wrongs, since the decision of Congiess 
upon the qualifications of its own members 
is inappellable. 
In short, it must be as­ 
serted that Governor Murray has enunci­ 
ated a m oD strou s and impossible doctrine, 
and one which strikes at the very roots of 
popular government. 


THE LANDES BIGAMY CASE. 


DECISION OF JUDGE DENSON. AS EX M­ 


INING MAGISTRATE. 


The Defendant is Held to Answer Upon 
the C,. arg e—Review of the Law 
and Testimony. 


Judge Denson yesterday rendered his de­ 
cision ss examining magistrate in the Landes- 
Finn bignmy case. 
The evidence wa3 quite 
fully reported at the time cf the examiuation 
some three weeks since, and the conclusions 
to be rendered upon it have been awaued 
with much interest and comment. 
The de­ 
fendant was accompanied by friends in the 
Court-room at the tim e the decision was 
rendered, and at its conclusion he was held 
to answer to the charge of bigamy, with bail 
fixed at SI,500, which was given and defend­ 
ant released awaiting tiioL 
The following is 
th? decision in the case : 
The defendant in this case was brought before 
me, sitting as a committing magistrate, for exam­ 
ination upon a charge of bigamy. The hearing oc- 
cup cd several days,and the evidence is voluminous, 
conflicting, and in many respects unsatisfactory. 
Some complicated questions of law arose during the 
investigation, and numerous authorities were cited, 
most of which I have carefully examined. 
The crime charged is defined by Section 2S1 of the 
Penal Code of this State as folio as : “ Every person 
having a husband or wife living who marries any 
other person 
* 
* 
* is guilty of bigamy.” Upon 
the hearing it was very clearly shown - in fact it 
was admitted—that the defendant, on the 5th .'ay of 
August, 1380, was regularly married to one Emma 
Hack, and so the only ultimate question of fact 
left f o r determination Í3 whether or not Landes 
had 
a 
wife 
living 
at 
that 
time. 
In 
other words, 
was 
re, 
before 
then, 
lawfully 
married to Julia A. Finn, who claims to have been 
at that time his wife. 
Just what acts will constitute a marriage, and 
what will not, sometimes becomes a very nice ques­ 
tion. In certain classes of actions the law is swift 
to presume a marriage, an 1 will treat peisons as 
husband and wife when, bv the letter of the law, 
they are not ; hut in actions f unded upon the hy­ 
pothesis of a lawful marriage the law renders no aid 
by presuming anything, auil the party having the 
burden of proof must establish the facts to consti­ 
tute the relation. 
WHAT IS MARRIAGE? 
Section 55 of the Civil Code reads: 
“ Marriage is 
a personal relation arising out of a civil comnuft, to 
which the consent of parties capab e of making it is 
necessary. 
Consent al ne will not constitute mar­ 
riage ; it must he followed by a suleinniz ition, or by 
a mutual assumption of nv*riial rights, duties 
or obligations” And Section 57 reads: 
“ Consent 
to and subsequent consummation of marriage may be 
manifested in any form, and m aybe proven under the 
same go or al rules of evidence as facts in other 
cases.” These sections are in no suise m conflict 
with Sections 09 to 79 uf the Civil Code, providing 
for the manner of solemnizing and authentic-.ting 
marriages. 
The law ele; r!y recognizes two kiiici-, of 
marriages—those which are solemnized and those 
which are not. The one is a? valid as the other; 
both :<re legal marriages, and the difference ia not 
at all in d egn e of validity, but merely 1» 4,1 ....... 
tier of j r»óf. 
a »~? <f anjtniug v crj wanting to 
make this intent of the Code ckar, Section 63 sup­ 
plies the wiin', acdsays: “ Marriage must be li- 
e-jused, solemnized, authenticated and recorded, as 
provided in this article, but non-compliance with its 
provisi > s does not invalidate any lawful marriage.” 
The various sections of the Codes, both those 
quoted and others, amount simply to a formulation 
into coucise sentences of what was the common law 
before the Codes of California were In ard o f ; that 
is, marriage is a civil contract, depending simply 
upon the mutual conseut of two competent contract­ 
ing parties, and cot summation of th agreement by 
a mutual assumption of marital rights, duties or ob­ 
ligations. 
In the ease at bar there is no claim of a solem 
i:iz d marri.ig \ no evidence of any license issued, 
and no pretense that any record was ever made or 
genuine certificate issued. 
A duly solemnized mar- 
noire is proven by the record, which is the best evi­ 
dence, aud which proves all that is necessary to 
establish the fact, w hile a marriage not solemnized 
cm only be proven in a case of this kind by showing 
a mutual contract of present marriage, followed by 
a consummation. 
Do the proofs in this case show 
satisfactorily that defendant and Julia A Finn in 
the year 1879 entered into a mutual contract to 
become man aud wife, and did they follow up such 
contract by a mutual assumption of marital rights ? 
This brings us to an investigation of the evidence 
adduced, but at the very threshold of the inquiry 
we are met by a most 
PERPLEXING QUESTION OF LAW. 
Upon the hearing the evidence of Julia A. Landes, 
otherwise Finn, was taken with the understanding 
that its competency should be examined into on 
final hearing, and it is plain t > my mind that with­ 
out her testimony the defendant could not possibly 
be convicted ; and, therefore, if she is not a com­ 
petent witness, the defendant must be discharged 
without further inquiry. 
Section 1381 of the Code of Civil Procedure de­ 
clares, in most explicit language, th it neither hus­ 
band nor wife shall be a witness against the other 
consort, except in “ criminal action or proceeding 
for a crime committed by one against the other.” 
It is claimed by the prosecution that this is a crimi­ 
nal action f >r a crime committed against the wife, 
and therefore she is competent. 
But let us turn to 
the Penal Code. 
Section 1322 reads: 
“ Except 
with the consent of both, or in case of criminal 
violence upon one by the other, neither husband 
nor wife is a competent witness for or agriust the 
other in a criminal action or proceeding to which 
one or both are parties ” And Section 1321 reads: 
“ The rules for determining the competency of w it­ 
nesses in civil actions are applicable aláo to criminal 
actions and proceedings, except a? otherwise pro­ 
vide I iu this Code ” 
If Section 1322 of the Penal Code and Section 1881 of 
of the Code of Civil Procedure were really in conflict, 
the section of the Ptnal Code won d c ntrol in this 
case, since each Codecontrols upon its particular 
theme. 
But there is no necessary c nfliet between 
the two sections, and Section lS^i n.ust bo read in 
the light of Section 1322, ami clearly means that 
the wife must not testify against the husband ex­ 
cept in such criminal prosecutions for criincd com­ 
mitted against her as the Penal Code does not pro­ 
hibit her from testifying upon. 
Bigamy may be a crime commit* ed against the 
innocent consort, but it is clearly not a case of 
criminal violence uj*on her, and 1 am fully per­ 
suadid that the wife is not competent to testify 
against the husband upon a prosecution for bigamy. 
Now, however, wre coma to 
THE MORE EMBARRASSING QUESTION, 
Must this witness he considered the wife of the de­ 
fendant? 
It is true the complaint or deposition 
upon which the defendant was arraigned charged 
that she is his wife. 
This he denies, and upon that 
issue goes into the examination or preliminary trial. 
The law presumes the defendant to lie innocent, 
and when he comes into t.ourt and admits that be 
is regularly married to Emma Hack, the law aids 
him by presuming that he had no other lawful wife 
living at the time of such marriage, 
lt cannot be 
presumed that the witness is defendants wife 
merely because the complaint charges the fact and 
the defendant denies it, and in reality that is the 
very essence of the issue in the case. 
Suppose the 
defendant had called this witness, believing he 
could prove by her such a state of facts as would 
show that the alleged marriage was not valid, and she 
had refused to consent to lie examined, and the prose­ 
cution had interposed an objection to her competency 
on the ground that she was defendant’s wife, it is 
too clear for argument that the objection must 
have been ovenuled; for if her testimony would 
show that she was not his wile, it would acquit the 
defendant and establish, beyond any question, her 
own competency. 
Could she not, if it were true, 
testify that she iiever saw the defendant before, and 
never pretended to be his wife ? And if she is com­ 
petent to answer a question In the negative, how 
can it be said that she may not answer in the affirma­ 
tive ? It is a familiar rule tha* when a witness is 
produced, he may be examined upon 
his voir 
dire to point an objection to his competency, but 
this usually applies in cases wh*-re Hie question of 
competency is a subordinate or preliminary ques­ 
tion, and not where the very’ fact to be established 
in the case being established, the witness thereby is 
proven incompetent. 
If this witness were asked the question, What 
relation do you bear to the defendant? and 
the 
defense’ Siw tit 
to 
make no objection 
upon the ground that it called for a conclusion 
from the witness of an ultimate fact, and she an­ 
swered “ I am his wife,” that answer would close her 
mouth from giving further evidence, but the an­ 
swer itself would stand, and, in the absence of con­ 
tradictor}’ evidence would establish the fact of 
marriage—the very fact defendant does not want 
established. 
THB LAW IN BUCK CABE8. 
I hold the law to be that any witness called to the 
stand mar be fully examined as to all matters 
touching his or her relations to either partv to the 
action, in order that the Court may determine 
whether or not the witness is competent to testify in 
the case on trial, and that where the point iu issue 
relates to the relations of the parties it would not 
be c unpetent for the Court to presume that the re­ 
lation existed and exclude the evidence offered for 
the 
very 
purpo.?? 
of proving the fact. 
The 
reaion of the rule inhibiting witnesses sustain­ 
ing certain relati^us to parties from testifying is not 


in any sense offended by the conclusion arrived at. 
beet on 1881 of the Code of Civil Procedure begins 
as follows; 
“ There are particular relations in 
which it is the policy of the law to encourage con­ 
fidence and to preserve it inviolate ; therefore, a 
person cannot be examined as a witness in the fol­ 
lowing cases 
And then it proceeds to enumerate 
the relations c f husband and wife, attorney and 
client, clergyir.au and church member, physician 
and patient, etc. 
I apprehend there is no doubt 
that an attorney might be called to prove the rela­ 
tion of attorney and client, a priest to prove the re­ 
lation of devotee and confessor, or a physician to 
prove his employment as such ; but it is plain that 
none of them could testify to any facts learned in 
the confidential capacity, i he reason of the rule is so 
well stated in Section leal as to require no comment. 
It is to encourage and protect confidence, and inorder 
that this object be gained the fact of the confiden­ 
tial relation must be first established. The testi­ 
mony of this \vitnes3 was directed exclusively to­ 
ward proving that she was the wife c-f the defend­ 
ant, and not one word of it was in the nature of 
revelations of facts communicated in marital confi­ 
dence 
And again, taking the whole of licr testi­ 
mony, arid considering it alone, it does not suffi­ 
ciently establish the fact of marriage, but merely 
constitutes certain important links in the chain of 
evidence tending to establish that fact. 
From these 
consideration.® it becomes clear to my mind that 
tiiis witness is competent and her testimony must 
be considered for what it is worth. 
It may not be out ot place to here remark that I 
can discover no good reason why the mouth of ti her 
husband or wife should be e osed in an> case where 
the other is charged with the crime ot \ igamv, and 
to express the hope that an Act to amend the law in 
this regard, which has, as I am informed, been intro­ 
duced in the L gislaf ure now in session, shall become 
a law. 
No doubt t is opinion would be more satisfactory 
to counsel it it w eie more in the nature of a colla­ 
tion and discussion of the very many authorities 
bearing up n the legal questions involved, but the 
presii of other business is such as to permit me 
merely to examine the authorities ¡ nd give my cou- 
cluriuns. 
It only remains for me to 
BRIEFLY EXAMINE THE EVIDENCE 
In the case and exprc s my conclusion upon the 
question of fact involved. The witness Julia testi­ 
fied that about August, 1879, she at. \ the defendant 
mutually agreed to marry; that she was at 
he 
time a widow, having an infant child, and was living 
at the home of the defendant’s married sister, wit­ 
ness’ name being Julia A. Finn ; that defendant de­ 
sired the engagement to be kept a secret from his 
relatives, and on 
one occasion suggested that 
thev 
would sometime go out to Brighton and 
be secretly married ; that soon after the engage­ 
ment the defendant went to Antelope Station and 
taught Fchcol f »r a short time ; that whh, there he 
wrote her three letters which are produced in 
evidence. The defendant admits two of the letters 
to be his, 
but 
qualifiedly 
denied the third. 
1 
am 
fully 
persua td, 
however, 
that 
he 
wrote all of them. 
In each of these letters he ad­ 
dressed her “ My darling Julia.” They are all ten 
der and affectionate in tone. 
In one of them he 
subscribes himself, “ Yours, ever faithful, George 
L.” 
In another he concludes with, “ Amo, sum 
stulta. 
Adios. 
Geo.” And in the third he says : 
“ I hope it won’t be long before I|can keep vqu with 
me all the time. 
Kiss our little darling twice for 
me just as sweet aa you can. 
It is 8 o’clock and I 
am four miles from home. 
Came that distance to 
write this fitter. 
I will be in Sacramento next Sat­ 
urday. 
Let me know where you will be and I will 
contrive to see you 
God bless you, my dari ng, 
and keep you for me. 
With much love and man} 
kisses, I remain yours devotedly, G. E.” 
It is true the last quotation is from the letter 
which defendant denies writing, but all three of the 
letters are written upon precisely the same brand of 
paper, and are undoubtedly in 
one handwriting. 
These letters were dated reflectively upon the 15th, 
23*1 and 29th of September, 1S79, and shortly after 
this time the defendant’s sister was informed by 
Mrs. Finn of the engagement. 
THE BRIGHTON MARRIAGE. 
Mrs. Fin , or Landes, further testified that upon 
a Sunday, either in October or November, 1879— she 
canilOu ti\ the date, but thinks it was on the 5th 
day ot one of those months—she and defendant met 
at Fast Park, uear Sacramento city, and went to 
her mother’s residence a short distance further from 
the city ; that he was on horseback and she on 
fo o t; that he returned to the city on his horse, 
and, according 
to 
promise, came for her in 
a buggy; that he arrived just at twilight, took 
her and 
her 
infant 
into 
the 
buggy 
and 
started back, but instead of driving directly to 
ilie city, he drove into the country upon what she sup­ 
posed was the Brighton road ; that after driving 
.-ome distance they halted in front of a house, and 
he said, “ There is Justice Foster's house, let us go 
in aud get m a r r ie d that she assented, and he 
hitched the horse aud they went in, and there found 
a man and woman of middle age and two younger 
men ; that she and defendant stood up side by side, 
held each other by the hand, and the gentleman 
whom she supposed was the Justice asked each of 
them the ordinary question propounded in a civil 
marriage. 
In short, that they went through a brief 
marriage ceremony, and she honestly believed they 
were thereby lawfully married ; that they returned 
to the city, she going to her home at Mr. McDon­ 
ald’s house, a u l he going somew here efie. 
That 
shortly After this defendant-came to Mr. McDonald’s 
house 
to 
sleep, 
and 
after all 
had 
retired 
amt 
the house wa* 
quiet, he left his room 
and 
came to hers, when the marriage contract 
was consummated; 
that he enjoined 
secrecy 
upon her concerning the marriage ; that cohabita­ 
tion occurred two or three times in McDonald’s 
house ; that she left there and went to live on J 
street, where the defendant came frequently to see 
her in the daytime and early evening, and availed 
himself of hi?* nnrital rights, and upon one occasion, 
when her sister, who lived with her, was away, lie 
remained all night, sharing her bed ; that she after­ 
wards went to live on K street, iu some rooms 
rented in Mr. Gilman’s bouse; where defendant 
continued his visits, and upon one or two occasions 
remained all n igh t; that ho in gifted upon kee ing 
the mar iage a íccrct, but tha’. he kin w her mother 
and sisters knew of it, and sometimes in their 
presence had called her his wife, and sometimes ad­ 
dressed her younger sisters as “ .«filer 
that alter 
he married Miss Hack and went to (Tache Creek, in 
Yolo county. 
H ilt- rccr:l*cU fmui him a nu ll!' r of 
letters, and that in Oe ober, 188 
thero was born to 
her as the result of Fnid marriaere between witness 
and defendant a male child. The foregoing is a 
brief summary of her testimony, and the greater 
part of her story is 


CORROBORATED BY OTHER WITNESSES. 
But in some of the most essential points the corrob­ 
oration is not s<* clear as it might, be. 
Neither of 
the four persons witnessing the marriage ceremony 
have been found, ami the marriage certificate which 
she testifies defendant gave her is signed “ G. F. 
Foster,’* there being no person of that name known, 
and there is some doubt as to the handwriting of 
the certificate. 
If the prosecution could have pro­ 
duced one or more of the persons alleged to have 
been present at the pretended marriage, the guilt of 
the defendant would be established most clearly; 
but none of those persons have been produci d, and 
their absence to some extent casU a cloud of uoubt 
over the testimony of the principal witness. 
Their 
absence, however, by no means destroys her evi­ 
dence, for if what she says be true it may be that 
those witnesses have concealed their knowledge 
from fear of being in some manner implicated in a 
criminal charge. 
The evidence does not show that 
any of the persons present at tiie 
pretended 
man iage ceremony, if it did occur, are guiity 
v.f any crime, and it is to be hoped for the 
sake oí truth and justice that, if there be any such 
witnesses in existence, they will make the fact 
known, as it could not in any way hurt them to tell 
the truth. 
Another circumstance throws some 
doubt over the testimony of this witness : She can­ 
not. fix the date of the alleged marriage as accurately 
as would be expected, for we do know that ordi­ 
narily a person—more particularly a woman—re­ 
members with accuracy the date of marriage. 
But, 
again, this is not necessarily indicative of falsehood 
on her part; in fact it won id seem that if her at or} 
we e fabricated she would h a.e taken care to make 
it complete. 
However, the strongest corroboration 
of her story, to my mind, comes from the defendant 
himself, in the numerous letters written from 
Cache Creek and Woodland, and beginning with the 
date of August 9, lSuO. 
The defendant denies writ­ 
ing them, but it would require more than the word 
of any interested witness to convince me upon that 
point, 
l he simple fact is. they are his handwriting, 
and I do not believe it possible that any other 
person could have written them. 
I will not quote 
from their contents, but merely r mark that in tucm 
he clearly and pointedly admits that he is married 
to this wdtness and denies his other marriage ; he 
calls her his wife, expresses the hope that lie will 
soon be able to have her with him constantly, and 
subscribes himself as her husband. 
It íh barelv possible that the defendant might, by 
telling the plain t* nth, have explained this whole 
mutter consistent with his exculpation from legal 
crime, but this he has not done ; in fact, I am com­ 
pelled to disregard all his testim ony; and the evi­ 
dence offered by his relatives and friends as- to his 
habits, mode of living and general whereabouts is 
not at all inconsistent with the substantial truth of 
the evidence for the prosecution. 
I am forced to 
the conclusion that there is sufficient ground for 
holding the defendant to answer, and requiring that 
this matter be investigated fully and passed upon by 
a jury. 
A proper order will be entered and the de­ 
fendant held to answer to the charge of bigamy, 
with bail fixed at the sum of fifte n hundred dollars.

There arem any 
(Jhinese m erchants who are among the largest 
taxpayers on the Pacific coast, and in New 
York the Courts, as is well known, have had 
no scru; les about granting naturalization pa­ 
gers to persons of this nationality.

of i ur free institutions. 
Governor M urray’» lSeasons for Defusing 
Cunuou a C ertiorate. 
C h ic a g o , January 12th.—Governor M ur­ 
ray, of U tah, passed through this city last 
night on his way to his former home in Louis­ 
ville. 
In regard to affairs in the Territory, 
the Governor said: 
“ I indorse everything 
Campbell stated with reference to the state 
of affairs in U tah. 
They aro even much 
worse than ha represented. 
The Mormon 
people have no respect for the Government 
or citizens uf the U nited States, and they 
chuckle over the successful manner in which 
they have evaded the m le of the National 
Government ever since U tah became a Terri­ 
tory. 
W ith every success of the Mormons 
to defeat the purpose of the law, they have 
become moredefiantconstanUy, until they bold 
the laws and entire Government of the U nited 
States in utter contem pt.” In regard to his 
issuing a certificate to Campbell, M urray 
Baid he was actuated by the following rea­ 
sons : F irst—George Ij. Cannon is not a 
citizen of the U nited States. 
Of this I am 
as certain as I can be of anything. 
The 
clerk of the Court where he claims to have 
been naturalized makes oath th at he has 
examined the records of the Court from 
its organization, and th at there is no such 
record in the case of George tj. Cannon. 
Second, the law in force at the time he claims 
to have been naturalized distinctly declares 
th at the record is the only evidence of natur­ 
alization. 
Cannon has a certificate of a 
clerk, not under any seal, and founded upon 
no judgm ent of any Court of competent 
record or any Court whatever, on which he 
bases his claim of citizenship. 
Now. I know, 
and every intelligent citizen of U tah knows, 
th at it is a notorious fact that at one timo 
these certificates were peddled out in U tah at 
S3 apiece to whoever wanted to purchase. 
No, sir ; he is not a citizen, and he could not j 
prove himself one when given opportunity, 
consequently any votes legally cast fur him 
for delegate iu Congress signified nothing, 
i 
could not issue a certificate to a man, know­ 
ing him to be an alieu. 
Third, being a 
polygamist, he is guilty of felony. 
Cannon 
cannot acquire citizenship. 
These were suffi­ 
cient grounds, were there no others, for my 
declining to issue him a certificate of election 
as Delegate iu 
Congress of 
the U nited 
States.” 
M urray further said these facts 
have been known for y.ars. 
In n n n n T o lls 1 p o ll lire P r e sid e n t. 
C h ic a g o , January 12th.—The Journal's 
W ashington special says : Delegate Cannon 
says, in regard to M urray’s action in w ith­ 
holding from him hi» certificate, th at he has 
no apprehension of the issue in the House. 
In view of the statem ent contained in press 
dispatches from Salt Lake th at somebody 
higher in authority was behind M urray in 
this m atter, Cannon says he felt it his duty 
to go and see the President. 
The latter said 
ho km w nothing about M urray’s action, and 
dm i nil l.o im.i sold »!i uc tiie Mormon ques­ 
tion was in a public way.

d inn ing the Governor’s action , the President 
s..id that M urray had undoubtedly exceeded 
his authority.

On the resumption of the debate 
on tiie address, Shaw Lefevre, Secretary to 
ti e Adm iralty, said he believed the mere 
pas-irg of coercion hills would probably lie 
sufficient to term inate the state of terror in 
Ireland, and the Government would not be 
obliged to enforce its exceptional powers. 
The present state of Ireland, he said, was 
largely due to the Conservative neglect of 
Irish questions, and he trusted th at Parlia­ 
m ent would now be prep-.red to deal with the 
land laws in a generous spirit, so as to secure 
a permanent settlement, and th at tho ques­ 
tion would be dealt with in accordance with 
IrL h rather than English ideas. 
The debate was then adjourned till to­ 
morrow.

The L ittle Girl S tates th a t Her G uardia» 
Com m itted th e Crime. 


F arth er facts in the case of the recent out- 
iage upon the person of the little colored girl, 
Addie Gale, which have been withheld by 
the Chief of Police until yesterday, with the 
view to promotion of justice aud to te tte r 
sicure the necessary evidence to convict the 
guilty party, are now made known. Suspicion 
rested upon the guardian, W illiam Gale, as 
soon as the crime was reported to police head­ 
quarters on Sunday forenoon ; and by the lit- 
t'e girl’s testim ony in talking about who did 
the act, and appearing to be acting under 
duress from being in the presence of Gale and 
the Woman, Sarah Fisher, with whom he was 
living, the suspicion became so strong th at lie 
was at once arrested and locked up. 
The 
little girl’s statem ents prior to the arrest, 
which were evidently colored by fear and in­ 
structions w hat to say, nevertheless clearly 
crim inated Gale, but when the Chief of Po­ 
lice returned after conveying Gale to the 
lockup, the child made an open statem ent 
then th at it was some one else, and described 
tbe appearance of the person. 
O her parties 
weie arrested and brought before the girl for 
identity, but as each one was brought to her 
she would say he was not the one. 
Sunday 
ni. ht it was determined to remove her from 
the influence of tbe woman also, hut owing 
to the weakened condition of the little girl it 
was postponed. 
The following day she was 
removed to the care of another woman, but 
still she retained a reticence upon the m atter. 
Since then, having gained confidence th at 
she was in the hands of friends, she became 
more free to talk about it, and finally upon 
the positive promise of Chief K archtr that 
she should be well taken care of and need 
never go back again to Gale and his para 
mour, and that they should not he perm itted 
to say anything to jier, she stated th at W m. 
Galo was the one who committed the crime. 
It was done in his ov. u house on Sunday 
morning, while the woman was in an adjoin­ 
ing room.

BRUTALLY BEAT THE POOP. CHILD 
W ith a heavy strap to suppress its outcries, 
and the marks are still to be seen, and the 
lower part of one ear is cut through by a 
blow then received. 
Subsequently both Gale 
and the woman endeavored to suppre-s 
a!! 
knowledge 
as 
to 
the 
perpetrat r 
of 
the crim e by threatening to cut off 
her ears and to cut her tongue out by the 
roots if she said a word about him in the 
transaction, and, in accordance with their in­ 
structions and und‘>r tueir threats, she stated 
th at the crime was committed on Saturday 
«hile she was on the way home from school 
She also tells the further fact that this 
is not the first attem pt of her guardian 
to commit this crim e; th at 
about 
two 
months a -o he made a similar assault upon 
her, but finally desisted, and no injury from 
violence occurred. 
This alleged criminal has always been 
in bad standing among the colored people 
in the city, aud is no relation to the two 
Gale 
families which 
reside 
here. 
He 
first came here about a year ago from Sau 
Francisco, aud those of his race here so en­ 
tirely cast him off that he returned to San 
Francisco, and while there is said to have 
been in jail for some time on account of a 
shooting affair in which he was engaged. 
A 
few months since he returned here, and 
shortly after sought the appointm ent as guar­ 
dian of this girl. 
I t has been supposed 
th at the girl’s mother was his sister, but 
such 
is 
found 
not 
to 
be 
the 
case, 
aud 
he is no relation whatever to her. 
The child is a half-breed, its father being a 
white man and its mother a full-blood colored 
woman. 
The m other died, and Gale’s sister 
took the child. 
From this last circumstance 
it has been supposed that Gale was its uncle, 
and he so testified in Court while applying 
to be made her guardian, and it is believed he 
wiil now be 
PROSECUTED FOR PERJURY. 
Some tim e since, before Gale’s woman, 
Sarah Fisher, come up from San Francisco, 
he had the little girl boarding at a house on 
1C street, and the people where she was be­ 
came so satisfied th a t his conduct «-as «-rung 
toward the child, and tending to this crime, 
that the lady comi>elled him to take the gill 
away. 
H e s -on after brought Mrs. Fisher 
here, and Addie has since lived witli them. 
‘ 
The testim ony ia the present case is re­ 
garded as conclusive, and the examination 
will take place as soon as the child is well 
enough to appear in Court. 
She was not so 
well last night on account of additional lo3s 
of blro l, but is not believed to be in dan­ 
ger. 
She is a t present in the care of Mrs. 
Y ates on F ourth street, between L and M, 
who is anxious to adopt her. 
As soou as the examination is over steps 
will at once, ba taken to revoke the guardian­ 
ship of Gale and the appointm ent of a more 
suitable person.

Three years ago, aud again one year ago, the 
influence of this company was successfully exerted to effect a repeal of the insurance laws that were so 
obnoxious to Eastern companies, and the tacit understanding, and in a number of instances tbe F.xrr.F.ssiD 
understanding was, that the unprofessional guerilla warfare that had been maintained against the Pacific 


M u t u a l was to cease, and we ba permitted to go upon our wai in peace. 
While this understanding lias 
been honorably observed bj some, faith has been broten by others, and notably by those w ho have pur. 
cliascd of Mr. Crawford his circular, and are aiding in its distribution. 


Notwithstanding the hindrances mentioned, it is a fact that for twelve years we have been doings 
large and successful business, and promptly meeting our maturing liabilities.

some months, c o n t i n u e d ro w o r k f o r u s , knowing t i i k n , as well as he docs n o w , what our statement 
contained; and, as will be seen from the editoria. article referring to this matter, in the present number 
of the Const Review, of Sau Eranciseo (a recognized authority on all subjects relating to insurance), had 
we acceded to his demands, the circular would not llave bren issued, at least not as ms production.

t h e u n i t e d s t a t e s o f t h e s a m e a g e , a n d d o in g a p r o p o r t i o n a t e a m o u n t o f n e w b u s i n e s s . The item of 
$14,036 29, commuted commissions, classed as an expense, is in rcalitj an asset, and is often SO reported 
by companies.

It is true that in 1S79 we did lose fifty-two policies and $122,151 of insurance ; that year, like several 
that had preceded it, was a h a r d one, and generally unfavorable to the.bueiness : many persons having 
policies were compelled to realize upon them, and we purchased a Jar^e number, paying therefor no less 
than $76,91115, thus affording relief to many who were in distressed circumstances. Some, influenced by 
an attack similar to this of Crawford’s, dropped their policies to their own detriment, and no doubt subse­ 
quent regret; other policies matured or expired, and the number of new members and the amount of new 
insurance did not quite make good the decrement, though it nearly did so. The fact of a comparatively 
small increase or decrease in any given year of the amount insured or the number of policy-holders argues 
nothing, a b s o l u t e l y nothing against any company ; there are a thousand influences constantly at work 
that may turn the scale in either direction.

buried under their own weight—they certain­ 
ly cannot receive the serious consideration of 
any thoughtful man who understands, even 
to a lim ited degree, the relations of under­ 
writing to the general welfare.

From the foregoing table it will he seen that the Pacific Mutual compares favorablv with the other 
companies named, most of which will he recognized as »>f the strongest ami best in th e land. Nearly all 
th e companies 1< st more or less of their business during the year referred to, and the few that did gain 
made very Flight advances. 


The Mutual Life ami the Kquitable of New York increased the:r business less than three per cen t, 
and the New York Life of New York less than two per cent. 
We think enough has been said on this point, 
and so pass to the next item, 
“ ex cess o f outgo oyer incom e.” 


It is also true that in A. P. 1S79, we disbursed more than we received, but this, instead of being an 
indication cf weakness and decline, as Mr. Crawford would have you suppose, is one of the v e r y l e .s t e v i ­ 


d e n c e s o f o u r f i n a n c i a l s t r k n g t i i and reliability, as we will show. 


Commencing with A. D. 1868,'and continuing through 15f9 ar.d 1870. n very large endowment business 
was secured, especially upon this coast, by the different life Insurance c mpanies ; after 1870, owing to 
various causes not necessary hero to mention, this form of insurance was suddenly and very generally 
superseded by that known as “ ordinary life,” whereby the payment of amount insured ié payable at 
death only. In A. D. 1875 these endowments commenced maturing, and while being paid called for large 
sums of money ; the companies had had the use of the funds, and presumably at a profit. Now they were 
called upon to pay, and for each dollar so paid a corresponding dollar of liability was extinguished, and 
while in many cases these payments caused a tunporary decrease in assets, they no nr »re impaired the 
financial ability of the paying company, than the prompt meeting of a merchant's hills payable impairs 
hi3, and is no more ground for discredit. 


The Pacific Mutual, in the year 1879, had endowments maturing to the amount of $132,775 42. These 
were all p r o m p t l y p a id when due, and this, and this alone, a? Mr. Crawford well knows, was the cause of 
the excess of disbursements over receipts. On thirf point wc compare with other leading companies as 
follows:
